LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  APRIL  1943 

License  No.  203,  issued  February  20,  1940,  to  Johnson  Laboratories,  2030 
Broadway,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  was  terminated  April  3,  1943,  without  prejudice, 
because  of  the  discontinuance  of  production  of  Brucella-abortus  vaccine,  and  li- 
cense reissued  on  the  same  date  to  Johnson  Laboratories,  2030  Broadway,  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  for:  Anthrax  bacterin;  autogenous  bacterin;  avisepticus-gallinarum 
bacterin;  blackleg  bacterin;  blackleg  cultural  aggressin;  Clostridium  chauvei- 
septicus  bacterin;  hemorrhagic-septicemia  bacterin;  mixed  bacterin  (avian); 
mixed  bacterin  (bovine);  mixed  bacterin  (canine);  mixed  bacterin  (equine); 
mixed  bacterin  (ovine);  mixed  bacterin  (porcine);  pasteurella-pseudodiphthericum 
bacterin. 

Note.— Firms  holding  limited  licenses  for  E.  rhusiopathiae  vaccine  may  now 
market  the  product  in  North  Dakota  in  addition  to  the  States  named  in  Notice 
194  upon  receipt  of  written  orders  signed  by  the  State  Veterinarian  in  conformity 
with  the  memorandum  of  understanding  between  that  State  and  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry.
